Where two months ago there was two feet.of water on some of the choicer 
additions to Salt Lake, there is now two feet of mud. And in the air above 
and around these additions are mosquitoes so large and so workmanlike in 
their manner that, in. the words.of a recent observer, “they have overalls on.” 

The Salt Lake City council has paid to Mount and Griffin, the Omaha con- 
tractors, who are sprinkling part of Salt Lake, for the full amount of work 
done to June lst: notwithstanding the fact that nearly 25 per cent of the work 
called for by the contract has not been touched, and the people are entering a 
prolonged protest. 

The Salt Lake City council has passed an ordinance providing for curbing 
and guttering the streets and alleys. This. imposes. another special tax on 
property owners. There are now special taxes for waterworks, sewers, paving 
sidewalks, grading, repairing and paving streets, sprinkling and curbing and 


x guttering. The prices range from eight cents to $5 per foot front. 


The Mutual Improvement conference was held June 6th and 7th, at Salt 
Lake City, the attendance being quite large. Interesting instructions were 
given and the meetings were thoroughly enjoyed. The speakers were Presi- 
dent Wilford Woodruff, Apostles Moses Thatcher, F, M. Lyman, Elders B. H. 
Roberts, J. ¥. Wells, M. H. Hardy, R. C. Badger, Joseph A. West and others. 


The Salt Lake county Liberals have begun to get their campaign guns into 
requisition for the August election. Their endeavor to carry the county will 
be great, but the cold fact stares the leaders in the face that many who voted 
for the party at the late election in Salt Lake will not again tolerate such 
outrageous schemes as were perpetrated to carry the capital last election. 


Salt Lake City appropriates $1,407.75 to pay census enumerators appointed 
by the council.
